To His Lixcellency, John B. Neil, 
Governor of Idaho Territory : 

. I have the honor to submit the following report of 
financial transactions in this department for the biennial period 
ending September 30th, 1880. j E 

As the general accountant of the Tentoi it is a source 
of sincere pleasure to be able to present so flattering a ‘report 
of the increase of the material resources of the Territory, and 
of the rapid decrease of the public debt during the past two 
years. This is peculiarly gratifying to me. since in having 
to meet and answer the statements made by Governor Dray- 
man in his. messages, that “the Territory staggers under a fast 
increasing debt,” -that “it was contr acting debt in excess. of 
means which a posterity would have to pay,” guided by data 
then before me and by a knowledge of the resources and capa- 
bilities of the Territory I foretold the present prosperous 
condition of the Territory, and in a communication addressed 


to the Finance Committee of both houses of the Legislature, at . 


the last session, urged them not to bond the warrant debt, as 
the Governor then so directly and urgently recommended, for 
the reason that had this been done the large sums accumulating 
in the Treasury would necessarily have lain idle. The result 


sa d 
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as then clearly shown is now on the eve of realization, as the 
condition of the Treasury will show that the warrant debt will 
all be paid in January next, and a surplus of not less than 
$15,000 will be left on hand. 

‘ The total amount received into the Treasury from all 
sources during the years 1877 and 1878, was $78,925.81. 
During 1879 and 1880, the amount received was $100,826.46, 
showing an increase in receipts of $21,900.65.. 

The Territorial debt at the date of the last report from 
this office was $127,922.27. At the present date it is $73,- 
371.81, showing a reduction of $54,550.96 in the past two 
years. With the revenues to be paid in January there will 


“be a further reduction, leaving only the bonded debt of 


$69,248.60 with at least $15,000 in the Treasury to be applied 
to the liquidation of the bonds, if any persons holding these 
bonds can be found willing to surrender them. 

Many causes have contributed to bring about this happy 
result; the first great and most powerful being found in the 
marked increase of the material wealth of the Territory, and 
the second in the increased value of Territorial warrants. A 
few years ago these warrants went begging at 60 and 65 cents 
on the dollar; now they ‘are eagerly sought for at par. The 
appreciation of the warrants began when the Controller adopted 
the plan, which was afterwards sanctioned by act of the Legis- 
lature, of selling these warrants to the highest bidder. Another 
reason, not to be overlooked, is the economical manner in 


. which the Territorial prisoners are kept by contract with the ' 


United States. That this contract was not annulled in 1873 by 
Attorney-General Williams, the Territory is indebted to the 
exertions of our Delegate in Congress at that time. Had it not 
been for persistent work on his part the management of the 
prison would have been turned over to the Territorial authori- 
ties. In fact, the order was given for the transfer; but 
Attorney-General Williams was, upon proper representations 
being made to him, induced to rescind the order, and the work 
of Hon. John Hailey, on that occasion, has been the means ot 
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saving, to the Territory, not less than $10,000 a year. These 
figures may seem large, but they certainly do not exceed the 
difference in the cost of the two methods of . keeping prisoners. 
Under the old regime, when the Territory kept its own 
prisoners, the cost was -in one year, that of 1870, $18,787.98. 
The present average does not exceed $6,000.00 per year. 

In consequence of the present prosperous financial condi- 
tion of the Territory, it will be incumbent upon the present 
Legislature to pass proper laws for the management of the 
Territorial finances. Assuming that the receipts for the Janu- 
ary quarter will not fall below $25,000.00, and they are more 
likely to exceed that sum, there will remain in the hands of the 
Territorial Treasurer at least $15,000.00 after paying all the 
floating warrant debt. The’ first bonds only become due in 
1885, and some provision of law must be made for properly 
placing and guarding the surplus money until it can be applied 
to the redemption of the outstanding bonds. 

There is also $424.39 of school money in the Treasury 
derived from escheated estates. This money constitutes an 
irreducible fund, the interest onlv of which can be used. Some 
provision of law is needed in reference to this matter. At 
present this money remains idle.and draws no interest. Con- 
siderable sums may accumulate in this way and the schools 
derive no benefit therefrom, unless some provision of law is 
made by which the money can be properly loaned. 

While the Territory wasin debt there could be no question 
as to where and how the revenues should be applied, as they 
were used as fast as received in paying the outstanding indebted- 
ness. 

In all other States and Territories, except Idaho, the 
proper ie of the counties are reguired by law to report to 
the Controller statements of the counties’ indebtedness and the 
condition of the county finances. By incorporating these 
statements into the Controller’s report the financial condition 
of the Territory, as a whole, could be accurately given, and 
local legislation eould be guided by a full knowledge of local 
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ee It would also be of great value if, in Idaho, as 
in other States and Territories, the Controller was furnished 
with not only a synopsis of the assessment rolls, but also with 
a description of the property, such as the number of acres of 
land owned and the improvements thereon; town lots and 
improvements; the number of horses, mules, sheep, cattle, 
hogs; number of bushels of grain and tons of hay raised ; 
number of acres of patented mining ground; capital invested 
in manufactures; improvements on public lands; improve- 
ment in mines; amount of bullion and ore; and all other 
property. 

| Information in regard to such matters has been repeatedly 
asked for at this office, and it has caused great surprise when 
parties were informed that no such facts were reported from 
the counties. It has been found advantageous to have such 
reports iu other Territories, and it is reasonable to believe they 
would be of value here. 

Under existing laws the contract for the Territorial print- 
ing is required to be let in September. The forms of the 
blank$ printed must correspond with the revenue laws, and 
any changes made in these laws by the Legislature, which 
meets in the early winter following, would necessitate corres- 
ponding changes in the blanks to be used thereafter. Thus, 
blanks printed in September of a legislative year, are liable to 
become useless; hence it would seem better to have the 
contract for printing let after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture, as none of the blanks then printed would be used before 
the beginning of the following fiscal year, which commences 
on the 1st of April. 

In concluding this report, the Controller is pleased to 
acknowledge the courtesy always extended to him by the 
county officers, in furnishing promptly official information 
when required.
